When comparing the quality of ama- 
teur golfers we generally omit to take 
into account exactly what sort of ama- 
teur one or the other may be, says the 
Newcastle Chronicle. The term amateur 
may indeed be split up into four sub- 
definitiqns. There are amateurs and 
amateurs. 
who golfs as his principal business in 
life, who is practically on equal terms 
with the professional. Ile makes the 
most out of our summer here, :~-d 
then goes to the Riviera in the dead 
season. This is amateur number one. 
Next there is the business man with 
a good deal of time, who can take 
a few afternoons off and an occasional 
day, and slip away to a seaside or sub- 
urban course and have his round. In the 
course of a twelvemonth he puts in a 
lot of practise, and stands in class num- 
ber two. Next there is the ordinary busi- 
ness man and official who is tied up most 
of the day, and who can only devote his 
evenings in the summer and the Satur- 
day afternoons in the winter, with a 
very occasional whole day’s holiday in 
the year, plus his usual summer vaca- 
tion.

Colonel Roosevelf told the students 
that he wanted them to go into practical! 
politics atter they got out of Harvard, 
not onl? because they would do the 
world a great deal of good, but because 
the contact with the world in_ politics 
would be of immeasurable benefit to 
them. He said that study in itself 
insufficient; it must be used as the first 
step to get a stand in the world of men. 

In delivering the William Belden Noble 
lecture Wednesday night on “Applied 
Ethics” at the university, Colonel Roose- 
velt praised Colonel Goethals, chief of the 
Panama canal work, mentioned favorably 
the labors Gifford Pinchot and James 
A. GarfielWin behalf of conservation, and 
commenfed Senator Elihu Root for his 
services to this country while in charge 
of the American fisheries case at The 
Hague last summer. 

Mr. Roosevelt reviewed the history of 
international peace work, giving John 
Nay credit for saving The Hague court 
by getting the United States and Mex- 
ico to submit a claim to that tribunal. 
He said Andrew Carnegie’s latest gift of 
$10,000,000 to promote peace was the 
most’ important thing the donor had 
done.

Colonel Roosevelt spent Wednesday 
afternoon before his Jecture in Sanders 
+theater in and about Harvard University 
in company with his son Kermit, revis- 
iting the scenes most prominent in his 
recollection of college days. He chatted 
awhile with a few invited friends of 
Kermit in his room and then with the 
latter sauntered ower to the quaint old 
colonial house on Winthrop street where 
his first college days were spent. 

Entering the house, now occupied by 
an undergraduate social club, Colonel

WEALTHY DUKE 
DRIVES AN ENGINE 


PARIS—The Duke of Saragossa, who 
is twice a grandee of Spain and the rep- 
resentative of an old and distinguished 
family, was an unwilling striker during 
the recent railway crisis in’ France.

EXPERIENCED BY 
THE IRON TRADE 
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Little Change in Conditions 
Is Expected Soon—Fin- 
ished Steel Consumers Are 
Buying W ith Conservatism 


NEW YORK--The Iron Age says: The 
iron trade is resigning itself to a period 
of drifting, with little expectation of 
early developments affecting either prices 
or orders. It is evident from the char- 
acter of ‘some recent new business that 
consumers of finished steel are running 
on scant stocks, end that mill operations 
now more closely measure the country’ - 
consumption. 

The attitude of producers on price was 
illustrated by the action of the sheet 
manufacturers at their Pittsburg meet- 
ing Dec. 8, which was the largest ever 
held. They decided that conditions do 
not call for any change, and that in the 
immediate future what has been the 
nominal basis should be made the actual 
basis of sales. It is familiar history that 
price maintenance is Jess difficult after a 
period of cutting in which buyers have 
generally supplied their wants for a 
period. 

Rail contracts have been so much 
threshed over in anticipation that their 
value as a factor of encouragement is 
already discounted. The Pennsylvania 
order, with its condition of heavy dis- 
cards from the rail boom, has not yet 
been accepted.. The New York Central 
tonnage, which is likely to be 125,000 to 
130,000, or more than has been counted 
on, likewise involves some questions of 
specifications. In two or three cases 
rail mills which would have been idle 
most of this month have been given pre- 
liminary orders applying on next. year’s. 
contracts. The Ontario & Western has 
made some purchases and has other or- 
ders pending. The Delaware & Hudson 
is in the market for 10,000 tons, most 
of which is expected to go to the Beth- 
lehem Steel Company. 

Car inquiries include 1500 to 2000 for 
the Buffalo, Rochester & Pittsburg, and 
1000 for the Kanawha & Michigan. The 
Harriman lines ere figuring on 153 loco- 
motives. and tte Boston & Maine is 
about to buy a considerable number,

America. Moreover, he has expressed his willingness to restore the 
peace palace at Cartago, which housed the peace tribunal of the 
Jatin republics until destroved by an earthquake. 

For many years Mr. Carnegie has taken a sympathetic and 
an active part in all gatherings and conferences having for their 
purpose the establishment of the reign of good will on earth, and 
it is, his plan now to coordinate all these movements and to bring 
them under the direct control of a general board of trustees that 
their influence may be concentrated and made more effective. The 
income of the latest gift to peace is not to be used wholly for the 
purpose of creating what might be called a popular sentiment against 
war. ‘This will be done through the continuance of present educa- 
tional methods, no doubt, but a very considerable part of the income 
will be used, for a time at least, in the gathering and dissemination 
of facts calculated to appeal to politicians, public men, statesmen, 
officials and governments who may be cherishing the idea that the 
peace movement is:based upon sentiment merely. This course is dic- 
tated by wisdom. The world scarcely needs to be told more of 
the horrors of war than 1s already known. Jlumanity is instine- 
tively turning from it. But governments, and those who influence 
their policies and acts, need to be impressed with the fact that 
war can never be made to pay.

In New York, as in many other \cities, undoubtedly some 
positions within the administration are underpaid while others carrv 
salaries in excess of the service rendered. This, however, should 
not be considered as due to any fault on the part of the respective 
employees. A position carries such and such a salary; it requires 
this or that work within a specific period. The occupant undoubtedly 
performs his duty as he sees it before him. But the trouble, in 
inany cases, 1s not with the man but with the system. : 

The board of estimate in New York has for several years 
refused to grant the request for increasing salaries in several depart- 
ments of the city government on the ground that such action would 
increase the cost of the administration, but the board now in effect 
realizes that something should be done for those who occupy posi- 
tions now considered underpaid. For this redson President 
McAneny proposes that a committee shall be appointed with power 
to look into the kind of work performed, the general efficiency of 
the incumbent and the volume of work. 

It seems reasonable to suppose that should the committee find 
that a readjustment of salaries is essential, all city employees will 
be benefited finally. The ‘character of the work, responsibility at- 
tached thereto and the skill required should and. will be taken 
jnto account. Many city employees unquestionably regret the fact 
that the, positions occupied , by them require so little effort. But 
precedent has assigned to a certain place a certain amount of labor, 
and in many instances work divided among several men could’ be
